DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the amendment filed for application 10/541,055 on 
June 3, 3009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 10, 14, and 36-46 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to show or render obvious the powertrain as claimed, and particularly including a secondary 
power generating system having at least one electric torque generating device for generating a 
secondary drive torque, the secondary power generating system being constructed and arranged 
such that the secondary drive torque complements the boosted primary drive torque over at least 
a second operating speed range of the powertrain that is lower than the first range of operating 
speeds, and including the remaining structure and controls of claims 1 and 41, respectively.
